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evitable—the strife between the principles of which Russia and 
England are respectively the representatives and champions ; or 
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bent both upon the Ministers and the nation to clear their ideas 
and revise their resolution; to place distinctly before them the 
object they are aiming at and the means by which they propose to 
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To fight once for all, and until victory should have crowned our 
efforts, the great coming battle of the world between 
secured by freedom, and despotism bent upon stagnation and 
reaction, would be a cause to call forth all our efforts and to 
hallow all our sacrifices ;—but if such were our idea, it must be 
allowed we are pursuing a somewhat singular course and are 
linked to a somewhat embarrassing ally ; and no one who knows 
the ruling powers in France or the ruling classes in England, 
dreams that such ever was or ever will be their deliberate design. 
We may, possibly enough, be “drifted” into such a war, but 
assuredly we shall never go into it with our eyes open and of 
malice prepense. ‘To fight for the rescue of Europe from the 
overpowering and paralysing influence of Russia, to emancipate 
the people of Germany by depriving the Sovereigns of Germany of 
that mighty bugbear in the East by which ‘their subjects have 
hitherto been frightened and kept down; so to weaken the Czar 
that his future policy must be widely different from his past— 
that patriots shall no longer be palsied by his interference nor 
tyrants emboldened by the sustaining terrors of his name;—this, 
too, would be an object sufficient to justify a war and to make us 
proud and thankful for a victory. To carry on a contest of which 
the purpose and result should be such an effective and masterly 
revision of the map of Europe as should be self-sustaining ; to secure 
our complete and tinal disentanglement as principals from the 
complicated “Eastern Questiou,” by some such arrange- 
ment as Talleyrand proposed and Napoleon half contemplated ; 
to provide Turkey with her natural protector, and Russia with her 
natural adversaries and permanent and proper checks by the re- 
establishment of the kingdom of Poland and the transfer of the 
Principalities to Austria in lieu of her Italian provinces ;—this, 
even, would be a course not disereditable either to our manhood or 
our statesmanship—an object for which we could fight with a 
clear conscience and a deliberate judgment, if not with any 
great enthusiasm. Any one of these three pleas for a European 
contest is intelligible and not unworthy. Bat to break a forty- 
years’ peace,with the sole purpose and effect of administering a 
severe and mortifying rebuke to Kussia; of warning her to be 
more careful and more modest for the future, to choose her time 
with more sagacity and calculate her means with greater accu- 
racy ; of showing her that she shail not eat up Turkey yet, 
and that we do not intend that she shall eat her up at all; to enter 
into a duel for the sake of showing that we are not afraid and 
not disposed to be bullied or insulted with impunity ; to fight for 
the sake of keeping the Ottoman Empire on its legs for a few 
years longer, and postponing to a fature and not distant date the 
catastrophe which shall hand over i:s fairest provinces, with their 
clever people and their brilliant prospects, to Muscovite oppres - 
sion ; to be content with abolishing the quarantine on the Danube, 
with substituting a joint in-place of a sole protectorate for Chris- 
tians, or for the Priucipalities ; to invade the Orimea merely to give 
it back at the first negotiations ; to spend our best blood in mas- 
tering Sebastopol, only that we may raze the fortifications and 
then sail away, as we did from Bomarsund ; to limit our trophies 
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THE REVENUE OF THE LAST QUARTER. 
We publish in another place the revenne returns for the quarter 
and the year, and we are happy to say that they are extremely 
favourable. The most remarkable feature is the increase in the 
customs for the quarter, 584,072/, notwithstanding the large sum 
abstracted by the diminution of the tea duties. The increased rate 
of the malt duties has added 602,952/ to the excise for the quarter. 
The property tax too shows an increase of 483,932/, but we must 
remind the reader that the increased rate has not as yet been ex- 
‘tensively collected, except as to the July and October dividends 
and salaries which were brought under its operation. ‘The first 
half-year of the increased tax due on Oct. 10th is only now in course 
of collection ; but, notwithstanding this, the total increase on the 
quarter is the sum just mentioned. In the stamps the increase is 
79,4897. The taxes show a slight decrease of 114,058/. The net 
increase, however, in the quarter is no less than 1,440,567), 
in the year 2,291,3562, and in the nine months which have 

now elapsed of the financial year 1,928,316/. ; 

In the present condition of the country, the revenue is so im- 
portant and interesting a subject, that we shall take an oppor- 
tunity (next week probably) of making some further observations 
on it. We shell only now add, that thongh the amouut of 
deficiency bills will be nominally large—1,519,534/ at the 
beginning of the present quarter, yet really and practically the 
demand on the Bank will be for a very trivial advance and for a 


very short period. At the same time it will be even nominally 
less than in any quarter of the past year. 
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1+ THE POSSIBLE CONSEQUENCES OF THE 
AUSTRIAN ALLIANCE. 
Tr seems probable that we are about to enter on a new phase of 
the war—a phase which will determine its future character and 
the direction of its further development. In a few weeks, per- 
haps in a few days, it will be decided whether Austria joins the 
Western Alliance, and with what forces, and on what terms; and 
on that decision will probably depend the question whether the 
conflict in which we are engaged shall become one waged for the 
real interests of liberty aud civilisation, or shall degenerate into 
a mere effort for the maintenance of the old equilibrium of 
European States, and terminate with no higher result than the 
temporary repression and the severe warning of the ambition of 
one too powerful and aggressive empire. It has to be decided in 
fact whether we are entering on that strife to which everything 
points and which every true statesman has long regarded as in- 
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oying ships that will be speedily 
down impregnable fortresses 
see rebuilt firmer and rod 


and our deeds of daring to destroy 
by nyse ones, = a 
that the first five years of peace 
menacing than ever ; to be satisfied, in fine, with a 
bloody conflict in which we shall have reaped barren honour, and 
our adversary shall have come off with considerable damage ;— 
this, we confess, would seem to us a most “lame and impotent 
“ conelusion,” and would go far to justify all that has been said 
of the sinfulness and the impolicy of war. Therefore, we repeat, 
let us clear our ideas, and ow distinctly what we are about— 
what we intend to do, and whether we are going the right way 


to do it. 


The position of Austria has all along been intelligible. We have 
no reason to wonder at her long hesitation or her abject dread. 
In this country, amid all our abuse and mistrust of her, we have 
never duly appreciated the singular difficulties and dangers which 
beset any possible course she could pursue. She was in the situ- 
ation of a woman wooed by two lovers, either of whom had it in 
their power to ruin her if she refused. She feared and mistrusted 
the Allies, knowing that neitber of them really bore her any cordial 
liking or goodwill. She dreaded her own subjects, conscious how 
intensely, aud with what reason, millions of them detested her. She 
dreaded Nicholas, for his commanding position and his mighty force; 
she hated him for the services which he had rendered her and for 
the bitterness of humiliation which he did not spare her; she was 
farious at his intrigues, and jealous of his ivfluence over her 
Sclavonic populations. She longed to be set free, yet doubted 
her ability to free herself, and wes not ready to pay the price of 
being set free by others. “ Willing to wound, but yet afraid to 
strike,” she has maintained for a whole year an irresolute yet 
menacing and preparatory attitude; determined not to move till 
she had guarded herself at all points, and secured herself against 
every contingency; fixed only on one point—not to encounter the 
active hostility of Russia till she had bargained for the active aid of 
the Allies and the neutrality or the support of the rest of Germany ; 
bent on risking as little and on securing as much as possible ;—she 
seems to have succeeded to her heart’s content. It would appear by 
the treaty of the 2nd of December, that we are bound to aid her if 
attacked by Russia; but there is no correlative obligation on her 
part either to attack Russia or to aid us. Let us cast a glance at 
| the probable results of this arrangement, as events advance and 
develop themselves, if it be not modified in the meantime. We 
assume, because we believe, that Austria intends to join us, if she 
can do so without any great ultimate apparent danger,—aud that 
Russia is as we!l aware of this as we are. 

If Sebastopol does not fall and we do not become masters of 
the Crimea this winter, the crisis may yet be awhile postponed. 
But we do not anticipate much longer delay. We wiil suppose 
that our victory there is complete and certain. The moment 
that it is so Russia will have no further motive for retaining a 
single soldier there, nor many ic Bessarabia. [smail she will no 
doubt garrison strongly and defend stoutly. Odessa she 
knows is indefensible because we can destroy it, if we do not take 
it, from the sea. She knows, too, that it is neither in Bessarabia 
nor on the Danube that the fate and policy of Austria—and 
therefore the prospects of the war—will be determined. The finest 
Russian troops are already coucentrated on the Southern frontier 
of Poland. The moment the Crimea falls, a general movement 
of all the Muscovite forces will take place in that direction. In a 
few weeks an overwhelming army will be ready to march to the 
attack. The moment Nicholas is prepared, he will not wait for 
the diplomatic tardiness of his new fee. 
like a thunderbolt. He knows well three things—irst, that the 
Poles which compose a large portion of his army, and which 
eculd not be relied upon whea opposed to Turks, French, or 
English, may be trusted to fight with the intensest hatred against 
the Austrians—and that the Gallicians, Sclavonians, and Magyars 
in the Austrian service cannot be trusted to fight zealously or 
honestly against the Russians. Secondly, that the frontier of 
Poland is only 200 miles distant from Vienna, and that Olmutz is 
the only strong fortress or the way. Thirdly, he kuows--what no 
one at all cognisant with the history of tie Napoleonic wars is 
ignorant of—that Austrian armies always retreat the moment 
there is any attempt to take them in flauk or to menace their 
communications. 

Now, we by no means undervalue either the number or the 
quality of the Austrian forces. They are admirably trained, 
equipped, and officered. We have no doubt they will fight well; 
but we have read too much of the wars from 1796 to 1814, not to 
be aware that their notion of war lies in strategy rather than in 
hard fighting ; their habit and principle is to lay down their arms 
when they are beaten, and to retreat when they are overmatched ; 
in all the battles in which Austrians and Rassians fought side by 
side, Austria always furnished the prisoners and Russia the killed 
and wounded; in the Hungarian war, too, the Austrians were 
always defeated ; and finally, it is doing them no great dishonour 
to assume that they wil) be defeated in the first engagements if 
the Muscovite troops fight with anything of the same de Sperate 
fury, the same hand-to-band tenacity which they displayed at 
lukerman.

The instaot the Czar crosses the frontier to 
begin his attack, he will call on ay to rise, and pour in 
arms and munitions of war in any abundance she may need ;-— 
and that Hungary will answer the call, no one can doubt who 
has studied M. Kossuth’s speeches, or who knows how different 
is the feeling left by the war of independence on the minds of 
Hungariaos by Russian and Austrian treatment—how vehemently 
they burn to avenge the one, how easily they will be induced to 
pardon and forget the other. With an Hungarian insurrection 
i: aid of a Russian march upon Vienna, what will be the 
prospects of Austria, and:what the position of those who have en- 
tered upon a defensive alliance with her? 

But this is not all. Austria has another vulnerable point. Ital 
—ognor fremente—ouly waits an opportunity for ae 
what better opportunity could fortane offer than that afforded by 
a Russian march upon Vienna, especially if backed by an Hun- 
garian insurrection? ‘The Hungarian troops in Italy would be 
paralysed—the Austrian troops would be withdrawn—the Croats 
would not like to fight against the orders (certain to be trans- 
mitted to them) of the great Head of the Sclavonic race. Already 
Mazzini is at work, not far we fancy from the frontier, exciting 
the Italians to rise and strike one more blow for freedom. If the 
French troops are diminished in Rome, and the Germans in 
Lombardy, the temptation to a rising may well become irresisti- 
ble. If Nicholas were at Vienna, it would become absolutely 
certain. 

What, in such a conjuncture, would be the situation and what 
the duty of France and England? Observe that, by the treaty of 
the second of December, if unmodified and unaccompanied with 
specified reserves, we should be bound to aid Austria with our 
arms. Now, till summer we can effect no diversion in her favour 
in the North; and for no diversion in the South, even if one were 
possible, would Russia care one straw:—she knows too well that 
the campaign must be decided by the march upon Vienna—nor 
would she spare a man or a gun for any — fighting. The 
only two possible modes by which the Allies could render to Austria 
any effective aid, would be by putting down the Italian insurrection, 
and menacing the Hungarians by a@ movement on their South- 
eastern frontier,—ie., by making ourselves Austria's executioners 
and policemen,—by doing her dirty work for her,—in a word, by 
putting down those insurgent subjects of hers whose complaints 
against her and whose efforts to redeem themselves are so irre- 
fragably just,—by lending ourselves to crush those who rights we 
have so often proclaimed and with whose wrongs we so deeply 
sympathise. 

Now—caNn WE vo THIs? France, perhaps, might not be averse 
to do her part in Italy, for the Emperor would naturally enough 
feel few scruples, and with the nation ambition might possibly 
overpower the whisperings of morality. Bat could any English 
Government for a moment deem it decent or feasible that En 
arms should be employed, under any pretext, to suppress Hun- 
garian constitutions or Italian liberties? Could they imagine 

that any war would continue popular or bearable, of which this 
should be the upshot or even the incidental consequence? Or 
that any Ministry could stand one hour which should propose so 
revolting an enormity, or bind itself in such an ignominious 
league? Ifso, we can only say, they would be wholly unac- 
quainted with or would strangely misconceive the feelings of the 
great body of the middle classes of this country. 

Yet it ts to this consummation that we are evident'y drifting. 
And we see only one mode of averting it now open to us, viz., to 
explain to Austria in the most prompt and frank manner that— 
though perfectly ready to fight with her to the last, if she will 
fight with us, against Russian aggression, yet that—under no 
circamstances can we aid her in any struggle, however arising, 
between her and the peoples whose liberties she has stifled and 
Whose constitutional rights she has destroyed. If she will resign 
Lombardy and restore the liberties of Hungary, then we shall be 
with her heart and hand :—bat then also she will be too strong in 
righteousness and conciliation to need our aid. 














Since the above was written we learn that a separate treaty 
has been concluded between France and Austria, the object of 
which has chiefly relation to the Italian provinces. ‘To this 
treaty England is no party, directly or indirectly. 
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THE VALUE OF LEGISLATION AS A 
SECURITY FOR BANKS. 


Iw a recent number we called attention to the ‘argenumber of Ame- 
tican banks which have recently become insolvent, and whose notes 
were circulating at rates varying from 20 to 70 per cent. of their 
nominal value, according to the probability of the amount of the 
dividend which they might finally pay. The history of those 
banks, and the circumstances under which their failure has taken 
place, are so signally illustrative of a great principle of legiala- 
tion in relation to banking, and of the only sound foundation on 
which banks can subsist consistently with the security of the 
public and profit to themselves, that we cannot dismiss the sub- 
without drawing from it a lesson which may be of importance 

ne. e 
Great as the experience of the trading world has been, it has 


§ never yet learned the fact, that no acts of legislation can supply 


the place of prudence and discretion in the management of com 
mercial affairs ;—and that, on the contrary, they have rather the 
effect of weakening than of strengthening those more powerful 
and certain elements of real security. ‘the United States, like 

} this country, bave passed through many periods of panic caused, 

| or at least accompanied and aggravated, by the failures of their 
banks. But of late years they had flattered themselves that 
they had discovered a certaiu means of avoiding such difficulties 
in the future. In most, if not all the States, laws had been 
passed requiring that all banks of issue should deposit with the 
State, public stock to the amount of their notes in circulation at 

| any one time, by which it was thought that the solvency of the 
banks would be secured. But two important facts seem to have 
been overlooked :—the first, though least important, was that the 
securities so deposited might become very much reduced in value, 
as has actually been the case ;—but the next, and by far the most 
important oversight in the security which they thought had 
been taken for the solvency of their banks, was, that like our- 
selves, they do not appear to have considered that the circulation 
of a bank generally constitutes but a small share of its entire 
liabilities, and, therefore, that however perfect may be the security 
given for its notes, great losses may be incurred in relation to its 
deposits and other liabilities. 


Let us illustrate our observations by the state of things at home, 
and thus we shall better understand the fatility of such legislation 
as the United States Governments have relied upon for the 
security of their banking system, and we shall also, probably, in 
some degree lessen the ardour of some classes in this country 
| who seem to think that everything that is necessary to place our 

banking establishments on a firm footing can be accomplished by 
Acts of Parliament. Great pains was taken in the Banking Acts 
of 1844 and 1845 to introduce some principle of absolute security 
| for the paper circulation of the couctry. As regards the Bank of 
} England, the Act of 1844 stipulates that an amount of Govern- 


|| ment stock equal to 14,000,0U0/, and bullion and coin for all the 


j remainder of whatever sum the circulation shall at any time 
i} amount to, shall be deposited in the department of issue ;—and 

beyond those two sums the Bank caunot issue a single note with- 
but a forfeiture of its charter. But while the Act of Parliament 
thus ties up the discretion of the Bank directors by an inflexible 
rule, fixed upon an entirely arbitrary principle as regards the cir- 
culation, there is no security of any kind for the most important 
a of the functions of the Bank, viz., the management of 
ts deposits and securities. The State alone intrusts to the Bank 
the sate keeping of siz or eight millions at a time; while private 
} persons and bankers intrust to it even larger sums; but for the 
| security and safety of all these funds, the discretion only of the 

directors is relied upon, together with sufficient publicity of its 
transactions. But no one for a moment imagines that the Bank 
of England is any safer in respect to its deposite, because the law 
mids pp that certain assets shall be retained agaiost the notes 

sued. But the strongest example of the fallacy of attempting, 
by means of legal restrictions upon the circulation of banks, to 
secure the public agaiust their insolvency, is found in the actual 
condition of the Scotch banks. From time immemorial Scotland 
had an entirely free system of banking in all its parts, until a 
certain limit was placed upon the issue of notes by the Act of 
1845, and the result has been that no country whatever has suf- 
fered so little by the insolvency of banks. But suppose the 
Scotch banks had been called upon to give security for the amount 
of their notes issued, in what degree would such a regulation 
have secured their solvency? The entire circulation of banks in 
Scotland amount to little more than 3,000,000/, but the amount 
of deposits held by them is now very litie, if at all, short o 
40,000,000/. Hamper those banks, therefore, as we may with 
the view of securing the circulation, what have we done to 
secure their solvency? The absurdity of the Act of 1845, the 
only one which interferes with the discretion of these banks, is 
more apparent when viewed in this light. We take no secarity 
for the 40,000,0001 of deposits; we take none for the 3,000,000/ 
and odd, which constituted the circulation of those banks at that 
moment ; but wesay, while you may increase your liabilities 
otherwise as much as you please, you shall not, whatever may be 
the circumstances of the country or the progress of its trade, in- 
crease by a single pound the note circulation, without depositing 
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in your chests a pound in gold for every pound of so issued. 
The only effect of this restriction, together with that which pro- 
hibits the establishment of any new bank of issue, has been, not 
to give any increased secarity to the public, but to limit the com- 

tition, and to make the terms upon which banking is conducted 
ess advantageous to the public than formerly, and to lead to a 
certain useless accumulation of guld in the Scotch banks where it 
is never required. : 

But it may, perhaps, be said that securities thus taken by act 
of Parliament for a certain portion of the liabilities of a bank, 
form a good principle as far as they go. Bat is thisao? Inthe 
first place, all legal restrictions are of themselves bad, and are 
only to be justified by some greater good which they accomplish. 
And, in the next place, any attempt to give a legal guarantee which 
falls at all short of its object is atteaded with mischievous conse- 
quences, as raising a presumption of security which does not exist, 
and which induces a dependance upon the provision of acts of 
Parliament instead of upon that steady exercise of prudence and 
discretion which can slone insure the success of any commercial 
enterprise whatever. All experience points more and more to the 
fact, and this example of the American banks is only one of many 
constantly occurring, that acts of legislation, attempting to lay 
down rules for the safe management of business, lead only to dis- 
appointment, mismanagement, and losses. , 


THE TRADE OF ELEVEN MONTHS. 


Tuese tables give us the particulars of that decline in our trade 
which we have known for some time has taken place towards the 
close of the year. On the 9:h ult. we entered very fully into the 
subject, aud gave our readers a view of the articles of which the 
import had declined both in the month and in the ten months. 
Of these articles, oxen, hemp, linseed, and cotton have exceeded 
in the present month the import of the corresponding month of 
1853, leaving the supply of the other articles then deficient, viz , 
sheep, cocoa, wheat, flour, currants, raisins, hides, potatoes, clover 
seed, brandy, tallow, tobacco, aud sheep’s wool, still more defi- 
cient at the end of the eleventh month. Of the articles of which 
up to that time the imports had increased, olive oil, raw silk, 
and wine have this month declined, leaving the others, viz., 
coffee, gloves, palm, cocoa-nut and rapeseed oils, thrown silk, 
rum, sugar, and tea, with a greater excess of importation in the 
eleven than in the ten months. The most important facts we de- 
tect in these returns is the considerable increase in hemp in the 
month—159,178 cwts against 134,370 cwts In the same month of 
1853; and in linseed, 181,340 qrs against 102,275 qrs in 1853. 
It was supposed that the supply of both these articles would be 
short, the price rose, and this led to importing them from a 
greater distance ; showing us that when excluded trom Russia we 
can find them elsewhere. In the bulk of the uunoticed articles 
the changes were too unimportant to deserve being mentioned ; 
and thus, with the exceptions adverted to, two or three articles 
being now more, and two or three less, there is a similar defi- }j 
ciency of imports generally at the end of the eleven_as at the end 
of the ten months. 

Our principal exports of foreign and colonial merchandise have 
also continued as we then recorded them, except that the exports 
of untanned hides, of thrown silk, brandy, tobaeco, and wine have 
not been so great this month as in the corresponding month of 
last year. To the quantity of foreign and colonial wool then ex- 
ported we have to add for the eleventh month 4,284,933 Ibs, 
making the total export in the eleven months 23,395,401 lbs. 
Our transit trade continues, on the whole, as it was at the end of 
the tenth montb, much larger even than in 1853. 

In our exports for the eleventh month the decline is most 
marked, the declared value having fallen below that of the cor- 
responding months of 1853 and of 1852. The figures are these :—

NEW ROAD FOR TRADE. 
THERE was posted in a conspicuous place in the Board of Trade 
Rooms of Chicago, about the commencement of last month, a no- 
tice to shipowners that one vessel was wanted for Liverpool, one 
for Glasgow, and one for Cork or orders. These ships, it was ex- 
plained, must be first-class, and can be profitably employed in the 
coasting trade between England and Ireland, and English ports, 
during the winter mouths, taking out passengers to Quebec in the

Water street. At that time there were orders in Chicago from 
England for one hundred thousand bushels of corn, provided it 
could be obtained at a given figure, with instructions to ship 
direct in lake bottoms via the St Lawrence. It is not impossible, 
according to the Chicago Weekly Press of the 9th ult., that this 
order may be executed on the opening of navigation. The 
vessels trading on the lakes, of which Chicago is said to possess 
six steamers, twelve propellers, four barks, twenty brigs, ninety- 
one schooners, and two sloops, are described to be many of them 
as large as the vessels engaged in our grain trade with the Bleck 
Sea. The voyage from Chicago to Liverpool would not be longer 
than from Odessa, Ibraila, or Galatz. It might be much 
shortened too by a ship canal being constructed, as is said to be 

racticable, from Montreal, by the Ottawa River, through Lake 

ipersing to Lake Huron, connected with Lake Michigan, on the 
southern and western end of which Chicago is situated. This 
is, however, a project not likely to be executed till the commer- 
cial connection between the St Lawrence and the Mississippi, 
between British North America and the United States, has be- 
come so large as to put an end to political rivalries and political 
claims to supremacy. These stand in the way of commerce, they 
continually check the flood of its greatness, and must cease before 
all that it is requisite for its success can be achieved. 


Chicago is one of the most rapidly increasing towaus of the States. 
It is the port of the lakes furthest south and west. The river on 
which it is situated is navigable to Bridgeport, four miles from 
Chicago, where the Illinois and Michigan canal communicates 
with the lakes. Thus Chicago has a water communication to the 
south and west with the whole valley of the Mississippi, and with 
all the countries to which,the great river serves as a high road, 
and to the norch and the east with the St Lawrence, and all 
countries to which its waters lead, including the whole of Northern 
Europe. Its position is most favourable for carrying on an ex- 
tensive trade with the rich and fast-peopling countries in its im- 
mediate neighbourhood, for conveying their produce to other 
countries, and for receiving from other countries the produce they 
remit in exchange. The tacilities of navigation led in the first 
instance to the mouth of the Chicago being selected as the site of 
a town, and its position has since then made it the centre of a 
railway communication, which connects it with the seabord of 
the east and the furthest peopled west. Connected with it are 
twelve lines of railroads 2,416 miles in length, running iato other 
= railroads, and sixteen branches and extensions 1,130 miles 

length. v rail it is united to Mobile in the Gulf of Mexico, 
and through lowa and Missouri to their western frontiers, and 
by rail it is united to Philadelphia and New York. 


Eighteen years ago, as we read in Mr Colton’s work on the 
“ Progress of the United States,” there were not 5,000 white in- 
habitants in all the beautiful regions lying between Lake Michigan 
and the Pacific ocean. In 1853 there is above 1,000,000. In 
1830 Chicago was known as a trading port; in 1840 it had 4,479 
inhabitants ; in 1850 it had 29,963, an increase of 570 per cent. ; 
in 1853 its population is supposed to have increased to 50,000. 
The whole property of the town was valued for taxation at 
1,864,000 dols in 1840, and at 12,035,000 dols in 1852, The value 
of its imports was in 1840, 562,106 dols ; in 1851, 24,416,400 dols : 
its exports in 1840, 228,635 dols; in 1851, 5,395,416 dols; the 
having been in 1850, 10,709,333 dols. Chicago receives and oate 
forward great quantities of wheat, maize, oats, barley, rye, flour, 
and wool. The trade in lumber is very large. Beef and pork are 
packed in great quantities. _The town contains manufactories of 
railway cars and of other things connected with railways. With 
such extensive resources and guch rapid growth, a European con-

The 
conditions were therefore less positive than had been originally 
still Prinee Gortechakoff refused to take on himself the responsibility of accept- 
ing them with the interpretation given by the Allied Powere, and demanded a

TRADE OF 18654. 


Watever may be the result of the year’s trade, every person 
will admit that the subject of trade is increasing annually in im- 
portance and interest. Itis annually becoming more extensive, 
embraces a larger portion of every community, and connects more 
communities. It is destined, too, we can safely say, ann to 
become more important and of more commanding ioterest. Mn- 
tual exchange—another name for trade—can have no existence 
with only one person. It may or must, therefore, increase as the 
population of the world increases. We know with certainty that 
our population is increasing very rapidly, and the population of the 
United States and our Australian colonies still more rapidly ; we 
know also that the population of France and Germany is increas- 
ing, if not so rapidly as our own ; we have reason to suppose that 
this is the case almost everywhere; and as we know, too, that 
means of communication are increasing, we must conclude that 
trade will continue to increase, and will more and more demand 
the attention of philosophers, historians, and journalists, The 
records of the present year are not so favourable as some previous 
years, In 1853 there was a fever which has left to 1854 some of 
the debility consequent on disease. Trade has been interfered 
with by war, paralysed by extensive bankrup‘cy, and tainted by 
a moral poison. We intend, however, to allow those engaged in 
it to describe it for themselves, and we shall quote from their 
cireulars the passages which seem to reflect the clearest light on 
its condition.

In the month of August they 
again somewhat rallied from this depression, but as the stocks in granary 
at this period were computed at 60,000 qrs of wheat, no sooner had the 
harvest commenced in the southern districts than holders showed anxiety 
to realise, and under influence of favourable weather and splendid ap- 
pearance of the crops, a panie seized the minds of holders, and the down- 
ward movement continued without interruption until the middle of 
September, at which period the greater portion of the crop was secured in 
the finest possible condition, superior in quality, and abundant as regards 
yield, while prices had dropped to 47s to 48s for Konigsberg mixed; 54s 
to 56s for good English red; 45s to 48s for Lower Elbe ; and 53s to 54s 
for good sound Baltic red. There can be no doubt that, up to the period 
of harvest, stocks in this country, as well as at the ports abroad which 
usually furnish us with supplies, were very much reduced, probably lower 
than for many years past ; but owing to the superior condition in which 
the late crop was gathered, it came to market fully in order for manufac- 
turing, with only a slight admixture of old; and almost the entire con- 
sumption of the country fell at once upon the new crop. This heavy pull 
upon our home grown supplies caused a gradual but material advance, 
from the low price of new wheat in September—say 50s for runs of 
new red; such qualities are now worth 74s to 75s per qr. e decline in 
the summer months, when prices here were lower than in the Baltic, 
caused parties engaged in the trade to abstain from entering into fresh 
contracts, believing that, owing to ouc abundant harvest, little foreign 
wheat would be required. But the markets on the other side were in a 
similar position to our own—scarcely more offering than the usual con- 
sumptive demand would take off: we consequently commence the year 
1855 with very small stocks of foreign wheat, and with prices almost as 
high as in the beginning of 1854, whilst we are depending almost entirely 
on our own farmers’ supplies until spring. The imports this year amount 
qrs, against 63,889 last year. 
oo wheat trade is thus described by Messrs Gillies and 
orne :— 
- Two very deficient harveste, those of 1852 and 1853, followed by a 
first year of war, have during the last twelve months caused great 
fluctuations of prices, and we have cause for thankfulness that the 
harvest of 1854 was so good as it has proved. Last spring being a 
dry one, was so very favourable to the young wheat plant, that the 
qerem with such fair prospects of a crop, supplied the markets as 
ally as possible, and though by harvest time the old home wheat 
was almost eaten up, the s ts were supposed to command never- 
ending stores of foreign my and by the beginning of September 
prices had declined about 30 per cent. However, in some of the 
earliest districts, the harvest had been interrupted by rains, and a 
good deal hurried up and nearly spoiled: in France also the old crops 
were so exhausted prices soon began to rise again, and America 
failing to supply us with flour in the last quarter, we are now nearly 
as dear as in the beginning of last year. There is, however, from the 
great scarcity of old wheat, more than the usual difference in its 
price from that of new, old of similar quality being 8s to 10s higher 
than new. It is a fact in the making of bread, that the larger and 
finer the new wheat, the more it requires a mixture of old. 
Of the corn trade of the port of London, we have from Messrs 
Gillies and Horne the following information. The quantities of

In wheat, barley, and oats, there is a decline—in flour an in- 
crease; but in the first half of the year the importations of 
wheat were considerably in excess in 1854, being respectively 
$54,922 qrs, against 138,919 qrs in the first three months, ard

410,226 qrs, against 284,846 qrs in the second three months. The 
falling off, therefore, in the last six months is to be attributed to 
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the great reduction in price mentioned in the Hall circular, whick 
forced the im to sell ata loss. The decline in the impor- 
tation of barley is alzo in the latter months, and ia the main due 
to our own excellent barley harvest and a diminished demand. 
Now, as to the countries from which the imports were made, as 
we have not yet the official accounts, we may state that Mesars 
Gillies and Horne enumerate no less than 37 places whence sup- 
plies of wheat have been imported, including the East ladies, 
Algerie, the Sea of Azoff, the Canaries, and Sweden. From 
Prussia we got the largest quantity, 242,012 qrs; from Russia 
next, 144,244 qrs; and from the United States, 91,622 qrs. Last 
year London received from Russia 380,537 qrs, and if we have 
received less this year, it is not wholly due to the war. Of flour, 
however, by far the largest quantity (343,338 bris) comes from the 
United States, nearly two-thirds of the whole imports of forei 
in the year, 526,450 bris, sacks, &c. If we may infer that the 
sources of supply for the whole empire have been similar to those 
of the metropolis, and that the supplies have generally followed 
the same course—both of which inferences are, we believe, cor« 
rect—it is pretty plain that none of our usual sources have been 
stopped, and the real cause of the diminished quantity of food 
imported in the last six months of 1854 was the very reduced price 
in England in the same time, which made importation uuprofita- 
ble, and stopped all orders to make future purchases. 


Next let us go to our shipping, which maintains its ascendancy 
as achief source of our wealth and the very essence of our safety. 
Now it shares to a great degree the business of carriage with 
rails in all the civilised world, which, if they increase in the end 
the business of carriage by water, change its direction ; but, as 
the ocean carrier, our shipping must ever be for oar island of im- 
= ance only secondary to that of the supply of food. Messrs

SHIPPING. 

During the course of the past year vessels rose to a higher price than 
they had ever been since the last war, and in some instances ships, which 
four years ago could have been bought for 15/ to 16/ per ton, freely sold 
at 261 and 27/, and in some cases 28/ per ton register. This arose entirely 
from the sudden demand created for A. 1 vessels suitable for the trans- 
port service, when war was declared against Russia. At that time our 
Government were paying 30s to 35s per register ton per month for sailing 
vessels, and at even these rates sufficient could not be found to meet the 
emergency. No sooner had our army embarked than the demand ceased, 
and in less than two months afterwards sim lar ships could easily be pro- 
cured at the reduced rate of 20s per ton per month. At that rate far 
more ships are now offering than can find employment. The enormous 
temporary demand created a class of modern shipowners, who purchased 
largely upon credit, entertaining the fallacious hope that that demand 
would continue while the war lasted. Last year has been a most prosperous 
one to the legitimate shipowners,—in short, to all who owned vessels pre- 
vious to 1853,—who held their property, and who did not invest beyond 
their means at the extravagant prices of the past year. The shipping 
trade of the United States is so blended with our own, that though 
directly the vessels of that nation were not influenced by the demand for 
the conveyance of English and French troops and stores to the seat of war, 
still indirectly they benefited in the temporary advance in supplying the 
places of those of our own ships taken from their regular trade. The 
blockade of the Russian ports materially stopped the supply of Baltic 
timber. To meet the anticipated deficiency, our merchants with con- 
nections on the other side of the Atlantic, sent orders to at the 
most extravagant rates American vessels to proceed to the ports on the 
St Lawrence, and load cargoes of timber and deals for our markets. 
Many of these cargoes when they reached England were sold at prices 
which barely realised freight and charges alone. These ships to a great 
extent were thrown out of that particular employment, and from the con- 
tinued depression in their own Californian trade, and in our trade with 
Australia, they had great difficulty in procuring engagements anywhere 
which would yield a remunerative return. At present the great demand 
for the transport service is for steam vessels; so that the hire of steam 
ships has risen from 35s to 40s per ton, gross register tonnage, per month, 
to 55s and 603; and even at that price, though every line of trade has 
been drained even to the derangement of\our postal services, sufficient 
steamers cannot for the moment be found, That particular demand has 
led to increased activity on the part of the shipbuilders and engineers of 
the Clyde, where vessels of that description can be produce@ with the 
greatest rapidity, and, we might add, of the best description. It, too, 
must suffer a reaction; and it is well that owners of that particular kind 
of property should be warned in time. It is fallacious to suppose that the 
same demand will continue. But though the reaction will produce much 
individual loss, it will, in our opinion, prove the means of much general 
good, by forcing the surplus supply of steam vessels to seek employment 
in those branches of trade now conducted, greatly to our disadvantage as 
a commercial and maritime nation, by slow sailing vessels. Free trade is 
almost daily opening out new and important branches of commerce, which 
employ a large amount of our tonnage; but though thatchange in our 
policy, as it becomes more fully developed, increases, as we have already 
geen, our carrying trade to the extent of which we can form no conceptic m 
by basing our calculations on the increase of tonnage under protective 
laws, it must be remembered that that development is materially checked 
by the war. Cautious men, while it continues, evince no desire to ex- 
tend their operations, and the three hundred ships, or thereabouts, em- 
ployed by England and France in the transport service, do not counter. 
balance the depression in our general carrying trade which war creates, 
and the number of vessels thrown out of employment which were formerly 
employed in the direct trade with the Russiaa ports. While, therefore, 
war continues we can hardly expect any marked improvement. A decline 
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of more than 50 per cent. in many cases from the average monthly rates 
ruling in January, to those paid in December, may be noted. 

From Mr Henry Curry’s, of Liverpool (late Tonge, Carry, and 
Co.), circular, we copy the Liverpool view :— 

From January to October our high quotations of the previous year were 
fully maintained, and in some instances exceeded, and for that period we 
may quote first quality colonial ships to class seven years at 10/ to 12/, 
those class‘ng six years at 91 to 11/, and spruce ships 8i to 101, small 
vessels suitable for the coasting trade at 7/ to 8110s. From October to 
the present there has been a fall in prices equal to 50s per ton on large 
ships and from 20s to 30s per ton upon the smaller craft. A considerable 
number of Russian prizes have lately come upon the market and been sold 
in some instances at very low prices. As regards our prospects for the 
year before us, we may state that there are very few ships to come forward 
from the colonies. The reaction that has taken place in our market, and 
the high rate of wages now paid to shipwrights, together with considerable 
monetary depression experienced in Canada, New Brunswick, &c., will 
prevent much building, and as our s'ocks are not excessive, and the losses 
of the past year greatly above the average, we have reason to think the 
supply wil! come sho:t of the usual demand, and prices must considerably 
improve before spring. In confirmation of this opinion we request your 
attention to the following fact :—-In the December of 1853 there were on 
the stocks at Quebec 29 ships, equa! to 35,000 tons; in the December of 
1854 there were but four, from 5,000 to 6,000 tons collectively, in any 
state of forwardness, or likely to be ready for launching during the spring. 

The following view of the freight market is from the circular of 
Glover, Brothers :— 

The Australian movement, which began, during the summer of 1852, to 
absorb tonnage in such vast proportions, as threatened to terminate the 
redundant supply of previous years, and to introduce an era of high 
freights and plentiful employment, fully realised these conjectures. Dur- 
ing the whole of 1853, and until the summer of 1854, with more or less 
intensity, the demand for tonnage, and the effect ot that demand on other 
freights, continued. Up to July freights continued high, though consi- 
derably reduced. Since then, however, their course has been downwards, 
Thenceforth Australia ceased to be an extraordinary absorbent of tonnage, 
and became only one of the ordinary channels of employment, not incon- 
veniently competing with other trades. The deficient harvest of 1853 
ceased to have any influence on freights before the Australian movement 
slackened. The high freights of 1853 procured an amount of toanage for 
the import of grain amp'e enough to supply the deficiency of the harvest 
of 1853. Towards the close of that year, and during the first four months 
of 1854, supplies continued to arrive in enormous quantities. The Eastern 
question, which had been the most violent cause of excitement in 1853, 
realised the nation’s fears by issuing in war against Russia, which was de- 
clared on the 28th of March. It banished the Russian fiag from the 
seas, aud to some neutral tonnage it gave almost fabulous value. It pro- 
duced such fluctuations as have not been known for many years. The 
freight from Calcutta, which is commonly 70s, 80s, and seldom above 
100s, ran up to 9/. The freight on coil to Constantinople, which, in 
ordinary times, is 20/ per keel, ran up to 70/. From Quebec, whence the 
ordinary freight on wood is 353 per load, 55s was paid. Stranger than 
all, from Archangel, whence the ordinary freight on oats is 4s per quarter, 
we chartered neutral tonnage at 15s per quarter. The issue of the astern 
question in war, therefore, did not lessen, but added to its influence on 
freights. Throughout the spring nearly all freights continued high; as 
the summer advanced they drooped, but still continued comparatively 
high ; then, however, added to the lessened demand for Australia, and for 
the grain trade, other circumstances occurred of an adverse character to 
freights, and a considerable -reduction was established. First came the 
pecuniary panic in the United States ; second, the prospect of a very 
— harvest and cheap food; third, excessive arrivals of wood 
goods. 

Messrs Glover, Brothers, give a resumé of the arguments in 
favour of and against the supposition, that freights will rule high 
in the ensuing year, for which we refer to their circular. 

From shippping we pass to our cotton manufacture and trade, 
which, though not the oldest of our staples, is perhaps now the 
most important. The following is the substance of Messrs Da 
Fay and Co.’s circular, dated Manchester :— 

COTTON. 

The year just closed was fraught with difficulties of no common 
nature ; but they have been met much better by the community at 
large than could have been anticipated. Notwithstanding the war, 
high gw of provisions, aud tight money market, the working classes 
of our district have been kept in full employment almost throughout 
the year; and the fluctuations of prices have been unimportant, as 
far as our market is concerned, except in articles suitable for India 
and China. The losses which, uofortunately, have occurred in 1854 
have chiefly fallen on the commercial community, importers and ex- 
porters, while producers, manufacturers, and workpeople have, in a 
great measure, been exempt from them. ‘I'his applies more particu- 
larly to the cotton trade, the producers of worsted and woollen 
fabrics having, on the other hand, suffered severely, in consequence 

of the disproportionately high prices of the raw material, compared 
with the low prices which such goods hare commanded. In March 
almost a panic ensued at the Stock Exchange when war was declared 
and « French and ‘Turkish loan advertised. This discredit acted as 
a check to an expansion of trade, and the transactions in our market 
fell considerably short of the average amount of business usually done 
during the month. The stock of bullion amounted to 14,629,282/. 
In April the transactions in our market became larger thau the pree 
vious month, as the accounts from the East Indies were more favour- 
able, and also from the supposition that the prices of cotton would 
not only be maintained, but would probably rise. Tue effect of the 
tightness of money manifested itselt during May more particularly 
T the anxiety of holders of produce and other commodities to realise. 

he cotton market ia Liverpool declined slightly when the rate of 
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a larger consumption, as the long-protracted strikes at Preston had 
been brought toa close, Ia June an improvement took place in 
trade and in the general aspect of affairs, fands and railway stocks 
rose, and an opinion began to prevail that prices for textile fabrics 
had, for the present, fallen to the lowest point. In July the favour- 
able harvest prospects seemed for a time to counterbalance the effect 
of astate of war. Wheat had declined rapidly, about one-third from 
its highest price, and it was then believed that lower prices would be 
permanent. Tie home trade became more active, and merchants 
were beginning to replenish their exhausted stock of goods, under 
the impression that low prices of food would tend to improve the de- 
mend. In August the symptoms of improvement continued. Ia 
September a renewed want of confidence, caused by mercantile 
failures, produced greater tightness ia the money market. In 

credit was again impaired by extensive failures here, at Liverpool, 
and in London, as well as by serious casualties, which destroyed 
property toa large amount. A sudden rise in the corn market also 
created apprehension and stopped the revival of trade, which had 
been partially based upon the expectation of more moderate prices 
for breadstuffs than had prevailed during the previous part of the 
year. The month of November was more than usually quiet, and our 
market continued in a depressed state, without, however, having given 
way materially. Some speculative purchases, induced by tempting 
offers, were effected in yarns and goods. Stocks did not accumulate 
greatly, and favourite marks were contracted for. The insurrection ia 
China iaterrupted shipments for several months, and the decrease in 
the exports to that market is, ia consequence, considerable. A little 
more business in barter has been dove there, at disadvantageous rates. 
Politically, no change of importance is announced, Australia, the 
United States of America, and Mexico figure largely in the decreas», 
which is so far a good omen, as it is the only mode of enabling these 
markets gradually to recover from the effect of over-supplies. The 
exports to Italy have also fallen off, no doubt in consequence of the 
cholera and tiie still felt ill effects of the bad harv sts in that country 
of the previous year. Tho Brazils show an increase in plain cottons 
of 22,500,000 yards ; while a decrease in printed cottons of 4,500,000 
yards has takenplace. The exports to the Levant show an increase 
in our table, and, as shipments are now made to some extent, the in- 
crease will be still more apparent in our next statement, The total 
deliveries (of cotton) for home consumption from the ports of the 
United Kingdom are 1,947,190 bales, being an average weekly de- 
livery of 37,444 bales, against 35,663 bales in 1853, and 36,463 bales 
in 1852. The demand tor heavy goods suitable for the Levant and 
other quarters, and the transfer from finer numbere to the spinoing of 
coarser yarns, generally adopted duriag the past year, can alone ac- 
count for the larger delivery of cotton to the trade, notwithstanding 
the stoppage in the consumption caused by the Preston strikes. 
Steadiness of prices and no great falling off in our exports have been 
the characteris'ics of 1854. 

Messrs M‘Nair, Greenhow, and Irving, also of Manchester, give 
this summary of their views :— 

Glancing hastily at the manufacturing industry of this district 
during the past year, we cannot conclude that unless to spinners 
generally it has been a comparatively remunerative one, For manu- 
facturers, the end of their year’s exertions generally, we fear, will 


confirm our opinion in favour of unsatisfactory resulte. Then as to | 


the new year, we cannot at the moment discover any strong grounds 
of hope for much better prospects, either as regards manufacturers or 
merchants, fora season at least. On the contrary, with dear food, 
dear money, and the existence of the war, commercial enterprise must 
continue depressed. We have also the tact staring us in the face of 
glutted foreign markets and unprofitable returns, wich few exceptions. 
Tue past year has, ina commercial point of view, brought ruin to 
many, and the causes to which we have referred ought to induce 
great care and circumspection for the future.

such commercial reverses, that our unprecedented exports to that country 
in 1852 and 1853, founded on credit, have been attended with enormous 
losses, the extent of which is only partially known. From Australia, 


the quantity of gold received has not paid p-rhaps yet the one-fortieth | 


part of our great exports to that colony daring 1852, 1853, and 1954. 
The hopes entertained about a gradual increase in our export trade with 
China have been almost entirely dispelled, aad the rebellion spreading at 
present in that country, at first considered as favourable to foreign inter- 
course, seems now to be organised for the depredation of the country and 
the total ruin of trade. Thus the trade with the United States and 
Australia, which in 1852 and 1853 was the most promising, as well as the 
most important, has become perhaps the most dangerous, while the export 
trade to China, which once was expected to increase greatly, has almost 
entirely ceased. These adverse circumstances have been severely felt in 
our manufacturing districts during the last year. 

Of the import, sales, &c., of raw cotton, we take the following 
remarks from Messrs Isaac Covke and Sons, cotton brokers, 
Liverpool: — 

There is little that yields satisfaction in the review of the past year: 
Few imports during the twelve months have resulted in any profit, 
and by far the greater proportion have produced a decided loss. The 
trade of the manufacturer has been by no means more encouraging, 
whilst that of the spinner, though not, on the whole, so uaremunerative 
has yielded a poor revarn. The market for the raw material has beea 
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eonney dul), and though not without slight fluctuations, both as 
ds the amount of transactions and the range of price, has been 
ngely even and unproductive of incident. 


The consumption of cotton is thus described by Messrs William 
and Smallpage, also cotton brokers of Liverpool :— 


This year the consumption of Great Britain shows but a very small 

, averaging only 37,460 bales per week, against 37,190 bales 

per week last year. This has arisen in a great measure from the pro- 
cted strike of the manufacturing operatives at Prestov, which, 
although in existence three months prior to the close of last year, 
continued in full force up to the close of the month of April. The in-

: in the money market—the natural concomitants of war—have 
iso operated to check the consumption, not only by retarding the

This, however, as yet has been by no means 
neral. In estimating the probable consumption of the ensuing year, 
ndependent of any further increase from new mille, it must be con- 
idered that, owing to the Preston strike continuing so long in the 
present year, 51,000 bales should be added to the apparent consump- 
tion of this year—viz., 17 weeks at 3,000 bales per week. ‘The total 
quantity taken for consumption from all parts of the United King- 
dom this year amounts to 1,947,893 bales, against 1,933,840 last year.

THE SILK TRADE, 

The year that has just closed will be loug remembered by most of 
those who have been the while engaged in commercial enterprise. 
) Whilst almost all branches at home have beea more or less blighted 
‘through the influence of the disastrous war now waging in the 
) East, and most of the foreign markete, usual vents for our surplus 
/manufactur+e, have been groaning under the effects of over-trading, 
the silk trade, although perhaps not suffering as much as many others, 
has formed no exception, neither the importer nor the manufacturer, 
the one for his raws the other for his goods, having met with that 
teady current demand so essentially the associate of a good home 
and healthy export trade. The demand for goods has with few ex- 
ceptions been of a languid character ; at the same time great cau- 
tion, as though fully expectant of the present state of things, has 
been the almost invariable rule of our manufacturers ia their opera- 
ions ; high comparative rates haviog throughout the year been realised 

by the importer, but a small margin has remained to the throwster.

THE BRADFORD WORSTED TRADE. 
For a considerable time previous, and up to the middle of 1853, an 
ttive and steadily increasing demand iad sprung up for all descrip- 
ion of worsted fabrics; the demand at length greatly exceeded the 
mpply orders for goods hed in many cases to be placed several 
ponths in advance, and it became evident that the producing power 
} Was unequal to the requirements of the trade. The result which 
} Maturally followed was a great advance in the raw material, wages, 
|} yaror, and pieces : every interest seemed to be in the full career of great 
great prosperity ; mills spruog up rapidly in all directions; machinery 
1 of increased power and speed was set to work in great quantities, and 
Macilities were given to manufacturers and spinners, however small 
eir meanr, in large and lengthened credit, to carry out extensive 
@peratious. Production of course was enormously increased, and the 
bods fora time found an outlet in foreign markets, especially in 
merica and Australia, and in the home trade, which from the low 
price of provisions and the general employment of labour consequent 
a the large export trade of 1851, 1852, and 1853, was ina highly pros- 
perous condition. The first symptoms of a change showed themselves 
about July of 1853, since which time we have been paying the 
penalty of the immoderate expansion which had then taken place ; 
aod Bradford, in a!l interests, has during 1854 passed through an 
ordeal of great severity, prices of all descriptions of goods having 
fallen to a point lower than at any previous time; and we have to 
record the suspension of numerous manufactories, whose liabilities, 
however, with one or two exoeptions, have not been large. 
The reasons to be assigned for this great change are numerous. Both 
at home and abroad, trade has been simultaneously affected by a 
variety of influeuces, all operating in the same discouraging direction. 
America, our largest foreign customer, has had her trade almost to- 
tally paralysed. Her commercial experience in 1854 too closely re- 
sembles the memorable and disastrous year 1837. ‘The exports, 
therefore, to that country have greatly fallen off. Australia is com- 
pletely, and for the present hopelessly, overstocked. The continental 
and oriental trades have suffered in a greater or less degree from 
the influence of the deplorable and devastating war which is now 
raging, as wellas from the high price of the necessaries of life. 
South America, both East and West coaste, forms no exception to 
the gloomy catalogue; the losses on worsted goods in these markets 
have been very great. Neither the East or West Indies nor Chiaa 
has ever taken any considerable quantity of Bradford fabrics. Russia 
is entirely closed against us by the war,and France is almost com- 
pletely so, by her protectionist tariff. From the North American 
colonies there has been about the usual demand, though they have 
n for some months suffering from a severe monetary pressure. 
The home trade, also, has been seriously affected by the high price ot 
provisions, continued now over a lengthened period, by the falling off 
in the exports, by the blignting effects of war aud increased taxa- 
tion, and by the high rate long prevalent for money, and by general 
distrust. We regret, too, to say that much irregular business has been 
done from the worsted district, ia reckless consigaments of goods 
» and we need scarcely remask, after the statements already 
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made, that the results generally have been of the most unsatisfactory 
character. It isa relief to depart from this gloomy retrospect, and we 
have the greatest satisfaction in informing you that asteady curtailment 
has been made in the productions of yarns and pieces; and though 
this has been done at the cost of much individual suffering sad 
diminished employment, it seems the oaly trae course to bring about @ 
vigorous and healthy trade. 


From the annual circular of W. Greame and Co., wool brokers, 
of Liverpool, we extract the following notice of 


THE WOOL TRADE. 

We have but little satisfaction in reviewing the course of business 
during the past year—an eventful one both in the mercantile and 
political world. It opened with an improved feeling in the trade and 
a fair demand for most descriptions of woo!, but the continued un- 
certainty of the Eastern question and an uneasy feeling in the money 
market checked anything like activity in the trade, and prices 
generally exhibited a dowoward tendency till the month of May, at 
which time, from a combination of untoward circumstances, the in- 
creasing tightness in the money market and consequent advance in 
the rate of discount by the Bank of England to 3h per cent., there 
was an extreme ”° ‘ression in commercial affairs generally. The new 
clip of English =, : opened at a reduction of 25 to 30 per cent. on 
the ruling rates uf ve previous season, and at the public sales of 
foreign and colonial wools which took place in London at that time 
a further reduction of 2d to 3d per Ib was submitted to on Australian, 
and a proportionate depreciation on low foreign wools. In the mouth 
of July and August, however, more confidence began to be manifest; 
we continued to enjoy a long interval of splendid harvest weather, 
money became more plentifu!, and the low prices of wool ruling 
in this country naturally attracted the attention of our conti- 
nental and transatlantic neighbours; an active export demand sprang 
up which improved the tone of our market, and as the prospect of a 
favourable and abundant harvest became more apparent the high 
rates ruling for corn up to this period received a considerable check, 
while the prices of wools gradually improved, and a portion of the re- 
duction experienced in the earlier part of the year was partially re- 
covered. This continued, with but slight variation, until September 
and October, when the Upward tendency in the corn market and re- 
newed apprehensions of a scarcity of gupplies began to cause con- 
siderable uneasiness, a check was cquliiioe to the trade, and prices 
generally experienced a slight decline; this was more particularly felt 
on English and all wools suitable for combing purposes; several con- 
siderable failures were announced in this branch of the business, and 
prices of these descriptions gave way materially. The year closes, 
however, with smal! stocks of all descriptious, and the great falling 
off in the amount left for home cousumptiou at the present period 
will probably prevent any further material reduction in prices, and 
tend to create more confidence in prospects for the new year. 


THE IRON TRADE (SCOTCH). 
From the circular of William Colvin :— 


Our pig iron trade for the last twelve months has been unprece- 
dented!y prosperous ; the average price of mixed Nos. for that period 
being about 803 per ton. Ia the beginning of January the market 
opened at 783 6d, but notwithstanding the warlike aspect of European 
politics, prices did not fluctuate more than 53 per ton till about the 
end of April, when it became apparent that our shipments and local 
consumption were making serious inroad upon the then limited stock 
in hand, the price advancing to 803 cash. The temporary prohibi- 
tion of shipments to the North of Europe, and other restrictions then 
imposed by Government, being speedily withdrawn, a steady advance 
set in and continued till the ead of Miy, when 92s cash was obtained, 
and a large business done, both for actual want and on speculation. | 
It soon, however, became obvious that this very high figure could not 
be maintained, even in the face of a continuous diminution of stock 
which had now been reduced to about 130,000 tous, as makers were 
meeting the demand freely, and the large prefits on recent specu- 
lative purchases were tempting judicious holders to realise, 
In June, our iocal consumers being deterred by the high rates still 
current from buying except for their immediate requirements, a slight 
downward tendency set in, which, although from time to time ar- 
rested by the exertions ot a section of the trade, already too deeply 
interested ia maintaining prices, continued with little interruption 
till the beginning of November, when the gloomy feeling ia the 
market for manufactured iron, together with the uoremunerative 
quotations from the United States, and a decided falling off in 
local consumption, rendered the then reckless attempt to bolster a 
naturally weakening market completely abortive, the price suddenly 
giving way onthe 15th to70s, and subsequentlycontinuing to fall to 64s, 
with occasional temporary but faint rallies of a few shillings per ton. 
At present 115 furnaces are in blast, and there seems little prospect 
of any immediate additional production aon 
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Shipments to the United States ... 
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There has been much activity in building iron vessels, for which our 
builders have become so eminent. —129 vessels of 70,530 tons having 
been launched in the Clyde daring this year, while 54 vessels of 


47,390 tons are at present on the stocks. la 1853, 79 vessels of 54,750 
tons were lauached, and 97 vesselsof 61,200 tons register were buiid- 
ing this day twelvemonths.

THE WOOD TRADE. 

After successfully extending during five years the wood trade of the 
United Kingdom, the year of reaction has come ia 1854. The annually 
increasing demand for wood iad raised the value in the countries of its 
growth; had likewise gradually increased the cost of carriage, which 
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was still farther augmeated in 1853 and in the spring of 1854 by the 
employment of shippiog and additional freight. The 
importation of 1854 was, therefore, projected and commenced at a 
import cost than previously known, and the sales made early 
being proportionately high, buoyed up the confidence of importers in 
maintaining them. That confidence soon led to over-trading ; aud 
the influx of large supplies from America as the season advanced, 
added to the very extensive stocks already here, so much exceeded 
the ordinary demand, that prices fell from the highest to the lowest 
in one month, an average reduction of 25 per cent., though nearer 40 
per ceat. on goods of which the glut was most evident, aud the pres- 
sure for sale most urgent. ‘The difficulties of the year, in the excess 
of importations, were partially corrected in London, before its close, 
by contraction of the foreiga supply; and, as our tabular statements 
show, we bave mainly to face the large import and great accumula- 
tion of colonial deals, which necessarily present iu low prices every 
inducement to as a large consumption as the requirements of the 
country, and no inducement toa repetition of the same importation 
in the ensuing Season, or of an approximation thereto. The so-called 
“ consumption ” in official returns, meaning all that has paid the im- 
port duty, is not indicative thereof, as colonial wood subject to a 
small or nomival import duty ismever bounded; therefore, when there 
is, as in 1854,a lange increase in the “importation ”—~jhe same in- 
crease stands in the “consumption.” In the returns of the trade in 
the port of London we approach nearer to the actual “consumption,” 
though stil! assumed, from the deliveries at the public docks, and 
from ships direct, to private trade;—in merchandise generally it must 
be so. From the annexed tables may be gathered the stocks, im- 
portations, and consumption of wood in London :—

LEATHER TRADE. 

We are sorry that we are not able to offer so freely as we did on the 
previous year our congratulations on the success, generally, of the 
year’s transactions. Our last “ Annual” was published at the period 
when the ma ufacturing and mercantile communities were enjoying 
the first blush of the advantageous demands created by the extraor- 
dimary success of our Australian colonies. That such demands should 
have been more than supplied, and that lhe consequent excess of 
shipments should have been detrimentral cannot be surprising. 
Little, however, of more than temporary injury has occurred to the 
leather trade by the revulsion, and there can be no doubt, when the 
surplus of exports are consumed, that a permanent and advantageous 
trade with those colonies will be established. Tho wear and tear of 
actual warfare is, however, now beginning to be felt, the necessities 
of full supplies of the munitions of war become daily more urgent, 
and the demand for leather must eventually be very considerable. 
Already the price of the goods suited to the immediate wants of our 
army in the Crimea have risen about 10 per cent., but the advance 
has confined to ove species of leather, while the great bulk re- 
mains little affected by it, retaining generally the quotations of the 
past year, notwithstanding the scarcity and high prices of the raw 
hide. In calculating, however, the extent of advance which may be 
expected in the value of leather, and noticing the effects of former 
wars in govesning prices, it must not be forgotten that we were then 
entirely dependent on native leather—the import duties being prohi- 
bitory : now, if the scarcity of any article causes an important ad- 
vanee, its place is speedily filled by fresh importations, not only from 
the coutinent of Europe, but also from the United States of America. 
In foreign raw hides the transactions of the past year have been very 
limited, owing chiefly to the diminution of imports from South Ame- 
rica ; the consequent high prices of which have beeu very prejudicial 
to the manutacturing inverest.

TUE CULONIAL TRADE. 

Although prudence and caution have for the most part characterised 
the general operatious of trade during the past year, several circum- 
stances have combined to render the course of it more uuremunera- 
tive than had been anticipated at the commencement. Foremost

At present the value of nearly every article of 
produce is too high in the producing countries to admit of importation 
without serious loss, and must therefore come down, until a just equilj. 
brium is established, when business, although curtailed in extent by 
the war, will be found as remunerative asin times of peace. The 
high price of food is another cause of anxiety; but the full employ. 
ment of the population in some degree counteracts this evil, and there 
is at all events no longer any fear of actual scarcity, while, should wo 
be blessed with another good harvest, of which we have an early pro. 
mise in the excellent seed-time, this source of auxiety will be alto. 
gether removed. Lastly, home and foreiga loans, arising out of the 
heavy war expenditure, may be expected to derange the 

market and to keep it dear, but the effect of this has been, already 
to a great extent, discounted, and moreover the smaller amount of 
commercial transactions will lessen the demand for mercautile pur- 
pose, and thus enable the capitalists more easily to meet the wants of 
governments, After caretully weighing all these considerations, 
wa therefore look forward wich more hope to 1855 than @ cursory 
glance would at first appear to warrant.

THE TALLOW MAKKET. 


The year opened with daily increasing snes that war was 
inevitable, and the price of tallow gradually advanced from 60s, until 
just previously to the declaration of war it reached 70s, and for 
future deliveries 72s. The “Orders in Council” of April opened 
the direct trading between British and Russian subjects 
neutral States, and the consequence was the commencement of 
overland trade through Prussia. At first it was not supposed that 
this business could be carried on successfully to any great extent; 
nevertheless, the price of tallow receded, and as it became more and 
more evident that larger quantities of tallow would be conveyed 
overland than had at first been anticipated, a panie took place, and 
the price rapidly decliued to 603 again; a reaction, almost as sudden 
as the decliue had beep, however, took place, and the price again 
reached 67s; from this point, after many fluctuations of 2s 3s 
each way, there has been again a decline, and the closing price ef the 
year was G4s.

OIL AND SEEDS MARKET. 

The natural tendency of political events for some months past has 
been to keep markets generally in an excited state ; few ions of 
merchandise, however, have been more influenced | by them than thoso 
with which we are connected ; the exteat of business transacted and 
the fluctuations in value have been unparaleiled, and, as might be ex- 
pected, inducing speculation on a large scale, prices in some instances 


advanced 50 per ceat., so that upon the whole, the year vlosed satis. | 


factorily, and with profit to most parties. At the same time, it must be 
borne in mind that the rates now ruling are somewhat dangerous, 
and more than ordinary caution will be requisite for some time to 
come, as any decided steps on the part of our Government to enforce 
more rigidly the blockade of the Russian ports on the one hand, or 
the slightest indicatiou of peace oa the other, would occasion greater 
changes than any we have now to call atsention to. 

These extracts, on the whole, present rather a gloomy picture, 
but they are the expression of individual feeling and disappoint- 
ment, not of national loss. Their origin explains part of the gloom. 
But as persons never blame themselves when misfortunes can be 
attributed to any other cause, we are not surprised that in many 
of the circulars the war comes in for a large share of censure. 
Yet it is very manifest throughout the circulars that other causes, 
such as speculation dictated by false expectations of the effects of 
war, improper shipments in 1853, credit unwisely extended to 
individuals, and a careless manuer of conducting trade, have been 
more inflaeutial than the war.

DEEP OR SHALLOW DRAINING. 


is Ir the progress of the application of improved practices in husbandry 
oa were not, as they proverbially are slow, it would be somewhat surpris- 
ing, after all that has beensaid and written and demonstrated on the sub- 
ject of deep and shallow drainage, that there should be now any doubt 
or controversy as to the comparative merits of the two systems. Yet, 
though much has been done to induce sound principles in draining, 
and much land has in consequence been well drained, there are, 
* we fear, many who persist in throwing away their own or their em- 
¥ we ard money in draining strong land imperfectly, under the un- 
a ed notion that water will not penetrate through strong clay to a 
a deep drain. The prevalence of such an error cannot be teo often or 

too urgently resisted by ail who have the meanscf influencing in 
any degree the opinions of others with reference to this important 
and expensive agricultural improvement. At the London Farmers’ 
Club, lately, Mr Bailey Denton delivered a lecture on the “The Re- 
sults arrived at from the several Systems of Drainege during the 
last few Years.” The first! system, that of Elkington, consisted of 
very deep drains to tap and carry off springs which often caused con- 
siderable tracts of land to be wet. This plan is still applicable, and is 
used where necessary that is in springy land. Smith, of Deanston, 
was the first modern advocate of systematic drainage for surface 
water. His plan consisted of uent drains at intervals from 10 to 
Oy 24 feet, laid at a depth not exceeding 30 inches, carried throughout 
- the field. The promulgation of the improvements effected under 
this system, though the evidence given by Mr Smith before the Agri- 
cultural Distress Committee of 1836, constitute an era in the history 
of British draining. That Mr Smith should have adhered to his 
views as to shallow drains of 30 inches after the r efficiency 
ot deeper drains had been clearly proved, scarcely detracts from his 
merits. Next followed Mr Josiah Parkes, who insisted upon the 
necessity of deep drains in all soils, and whose truly scientific lec- 
tures may be said to have pee established the soundness

for the draining of settled estates, the!Inclosure Commissioners, under 
whose supervision the loans were made, found it necessary to lay 
down certain general laws for the performance of the work in re- 
spect of which advances were to be made. Mr Denton says:— 

Mr Smith’s, or the shallow system, aiming only at getting rid of the ene-~ 
my, Was most popular in the country, because the object was simple, and it more 
nearly approximated to past practices. Mr Parkes’s, or the deeper system, on 
the contrary, aiming at the“conversion of the enemy into a frien), was only ac- 
knowledged in the first instance by the f-w whom his essay converte‘ into friends. 
The Commissioners recommended for adoption the main principle of Mr 
Parkes’s rystem—increased depth; and without pledging themselves to the 
detaile, left much to the good sense of landowners, the judgment of their 
inspectore, and the general progress of knowledge on the subject. Ia the de- 
sire for economy subsequently evinced, soils that should have been drained 
from 18 to 26 feet apart had been drained at from 30 to 45 feet; and yet the 
average actual cost of parallel drainage executed in Great Britain, withia the 
last eight years," was three times the amount which Mr Parkes, in 1846, esti- 
mated as that which might be taken as a guide to the future ovst of drainage 
in this country. 

The money expended under the auspices of the Inclosure Commis- 
sioners was applied at about 5! per acre. Mr Denton treated Ist, of 
the depth of drains; 2nd, distance between each drain; 3rd, the 
arrangement of the system; and 4th, the direction of the drains, 
He quoted numerous instances of the superior efficiency of deep over 
shaliow drainage, and stated that all the evidence he had collected 
was condemnatory of shallow drainage. The failure of deep drains 
has occurred only where, from a desire to economise, the drains have 
been laid too far apart. This, however, is an error arising from want 
of observatioh or experience. Upon strong and clay lands, which 
mainly'constitute the field of the lingering controversy, the real ques- 
tion is whether drains should be laid 18 feet apart and at the depth 
of 30 inches, or 24 or 27 inches apart and 4 feet deep. Mr Denton 
made the following comparative statement on the subject:— 

They all knew that there were thousands of acres lying on the lias, Oxford, 
Kimmeridge, and London clays, of which the present rent, in their undrained 
state, did not exceed 108 to 168 per acre, avd which to be drained perfectly, 
with reference to climate as well as soil, would require the drains to be placed 
from eighteen to twenty-four feet apart. He could well understaod a doubt 
in the minds of deep-draining men as to the expediency of going to the full 
depth in euch soile. The way, however, to understand the question clearly, 









irreep ctiveof which, there appeared to be nu hesi ation 
in adopting the greater depth. Ele would take the case of land on the Oxford 
clay, which he assumed would not support an outlay exceeding 5! per 
acre, which was equal to 73 per acre charge for a twenty-two years’ term, ard 
compare the cost of draining it by @ parallel system of twenty-seven feet in- 
tervals four feet deep, with the cost of twenty-one feet intervals three feet deep, 
assuming the cost of the four-feet work to be 6}4 per rod, the coat of the 
three-feet 4d per rod, and the price of pipes for minor drains 1Ss per thou- 
sand :— 
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A gain of two yards in nine was considerably in favour of a rapid discharge 
of the water of drainage; but in gaining this advantage they lost the extra 
foot of active soil which belonged to the four-feet work. The cost of draining 
four feet deep at the narrow intervals, taking the same scale of prices, would 
be 62 68 84; but thie proposition, though the right one, was 12 6s 8d more than 
it wae assumed was a proper eum to expend. : 

Upon the common opinion that grass land should be drained with more 
shallow drains than arable, he said :— 

His own observ»tions brought him to the conclusion that it was not possible 
to lay pasture land too dry; for be had invariably remerked—and in the re- 
cent dry eummer and autumn partieularly—that both in lowland meedows and 
upland pastures those Jands which had been most thoroughly drained by deep 
and frequent drains were thore which had preserved the freehest and most 
profitable herbage. sd aie 

As to the distance of drains, he observed that “the indiscriminate 
adoption of the theory that the deeper the drains the wider might be 
the intervals between them” had brought much discredit on deep 
draining. The system adopted by Lord Wharncliff., Lord Fortescue, 
and some other landholders of mixed drainage was so obviously un- 
sound that it could never hold its ground. But in considering the 
proper width for draining, the character of the soil and the climate 
must be taken into account. Thus the annual average of 141 inches 
of rain falling io the north-west of England wou!d require more 
frequent drains on soils of the same density than in the south-eastern 
districts on which there is only an average aunual fall of 19} inches 
of rain. 

He submitted upon tie second point—distance between drains—that the 
results of the practice of the last few years had confirmed the principle that 
depth might govern distance in soils of an uniformly open and porous nature ; 
that in the denser clay soils the compensating principle was inadmissible, and 
that much clay land had been drained too widely; and that in lands suffering 
from eprings, or from a pressure of water, where each drain ehould be designed 
for « «pecial purpose, there was no dependence of one drain upon another, ard 
therefore no rule of distance whatever couid apply. 

As tothe arrangements of the drains:— 

The result of the practices of the lasc few years had showed that while the 
principle of parallel equidistant uniformity was applicable where there existed 
uniform texture of soil and uaiform inclination of surface, it required modifica- 
tion directly the soi! varied and the surface became irregular; aod that the de- 
sire for uniformity had led to waste of money and imperfect work, 

With reference to the direction of drains, he said :— 

There was reaeon to believe that wel!l-selected drain-, led directly up the fall, 
would, in both instances, do the work as effectively and economically ; but they 
must hesitate to express a decided opinion contrary to successful practice. In 
grass lands in the midland districts the furrows were generally preferred by the 
most successful draincrs; while in arable land of like churacter the practice 
with the majority wasto disregard them. Ja Northumberland aed in Scotland 
the more frequent plan was to disregard them both in pasture and arable; but 
then, it must be remembered that the lands of the north were much more 
porous than the high-backed lands of Northamptonshire, Huntingdonshire, 
Bedfordshire, and Oxfordshire. Having tested the efficacy of furrow-draining 
compared with straight live equidistant-draining, in the Oxfo d clay, he found 
that in grass land much Jess water would rise and stand in the test—holes dug 
intermediate between the furrows than between the drains crossing the ridges ; 
and during four yeare observation he had been unable to detect any difference 
between the two, either in the quantity or quality of the herbage. In heavy 
grace lends, if from the position of the lands in relation to the homestead there 
Was no probability of their being broken up, made fist, and laid down again, 
experience seemed to favour the adoption of drainage in the furrowr. Long 
main drains were found ol jectionable, and opposed to a sufficiently rapid action 
of any drainage system. Lhe proper selection of outlets and care for their 
preservation, were petbaps as essential to good and satisfactory work as any- 
thing belonging to the art of draining. A limit of twenty acres to an outlet, 
resulting in an average of perhaps fourteen acres, wou!ld appear by the practice 
of the best drainers to be about the proper thing. He would submit that, upon 
the fourth point—direction of drains —the results of the practice of the last few 
years bad confirmed the principle of laying out the minor drains with the fall 
of the ground, in the generality of circumstances ; that the principle of carry- 
ing the drains across ridge and furrow might be departed from in certain soils, 
without disparaging effect; and that, let the direction of the drains be what it 
might, a constant and effective discharge could only be secured and main- 
tained in perpetuity by carefully designing and by suvstantially securing the 
Outlete, with regard to arterial channels. 

Mr Baker said in his own district, Essex, the cost of draining was 
thrown wholly on the tepants, under the very d sadvantageous circum- 
stances of being ouly yearty occupiers, and they had, therefore, 
adopted bush and straw draius, from 20 to 30 inches deep, the cost 
being 46s per acre. Such drains last about 14 years. Such drainage 
18 necessarily imperfect. 

Mr B. Webster, who may be designated the last of the shallow 
drainers, said :— 

He had always been a strong advocate for draining spring lands and porous 
Soils deep, at wide intervals, according to their natore; but he was convinced 
by experience that on retentive clay eubsoile not succharzed with under-water, 
2 -¥ of three feet, at moderate distances, Was more effivaciuus than a greater 


pth. 

Mr Mechi said :— 

His own experience proved that a five-feet drainage waa on 
available system. As @ tenant fa:mer, on one farm he proceeded on Mr 
Baker's principle, of going the cheapest way to work. He drained the land 
five feet deep, at fifty feet apart, with l-inch piper, in the strongest clay 
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hape, that any one present ever saw. This cost him about 32s per acre, 
ae Zo prepared t» aseert that it paid him amply. Hecoulé not say that 
it was as perfect as it ought to be; 
canennenr es put another drain between, making the drains twenty-five feet 
apart,

The expenee would have been doubled, but the outlay would still have 


been profitable to him. He had drained a good many acres with a depth of 


hand, when he had gone beyond that dietance, and drained flelds at intervals 
of forty, forty-five, or fifty feet apart, be had found that he was wrong in 60 
doing. - 

This points out clearly the errors committed by those who say 
deep drains have failed. Take for instance Mr Thomas, who said :— 
~ His own experience io draining was much more favourable to the views of 
Mr Bullock Webster. Having dratned at various depths, he had invariably 
found that where the soil was of a tenacious consistency, drains three feet deep 
kept the land perfectly dry, and left at harvest time a continued and un- 
broken level of corn erop; so that practiced husbandmen could not tell where 
springs where or where they were not. In a little field of five acrer, the drains 
were four feet deep and forty feet apart; but what was the resalt ? Ia that field 
he bad never grown more than three quarters of corn per acre, and three- 
fourths of the land was often under water. He had now had the land gathered 
up into its old form, and was about to have drains made three feet deep. 

Here we have a gentleman condemning deep draining, which he 
supposes he has fairly tried but nas not.

From our Paris Oorrespondent. 


Paris, Jan. 4, 1854, 


The Government published on Sunday last the conditions of the 
national subscription for the loan of 500 millions. Some of the con- 
ditions are much like those made in March, 1854, for the loan of 250 
millions. There are, however, several important differences. The 
subscribers may choose between the Four-and-a-Half per Cents. and 
the Three per Cents. The price of the Four-and-a-Half per Cents, 
is fixed at 92f. It was in March 92f50c. Besides, as the dividend 
of March is nearer, and the Treasury grants more time for the io- 
stalmente, on the bons the price is 2t 93c instead of 2f 70c. 

The price of the Three per Cents. is exactly the same as in 
March, that is 65f 25c, but the price is less for the discount of 
the instalments. The dividend for June is not so near as for the last 
loan, and the 18 monthly instalments do not compensate that differ- 
ence. The bons which was in March 2f 50c, is now but 2f8c. Thus 
the new loan will cost the subscribers 63f 17c, when the last cost 
them 62f 75c. The subscriptions which donot exceed 500f of rentes 
will not be reduced unless they amount to more than 50 millions. Ia 
March last every subscription above 50 francs was liable to a 
reduction. 

The instalments are to be paid in the following manner :—A tenth 
on subscribing and the remaining partin monthly instalments, so 
that it will not be entirely paid up before August 7, 1856. For the 
last loan a tenth wasequally paid on subscribing, aad the reat ia 15 
monthly instalments. 

The subscription began yesterday, morning and the result was not 
very satisfactory. Few subscribers presented themsel7es at the 
Treasury or in the other places where subscriptions were to be ade 
mitied. I think, however, that the total amount will be easily ob- 
tained, but the great difficulty is to prevent the Three per Cents. and 
Four-und-a-Half per Cents. trom declining uuder the price which is 
fixed for the loan, ‘The Three per Cvnts. are now quoted at 65f 40c, 
and the new loan will cost but 63f17c. As the subscriptions of 500 
rentes will not be reduced, every holder of such inscription gains 
2f 23c on selling his'present stock and subscribing to the new loan for 
a like sum. 

Several demands have been made already for English capitalists, 
but those subscriptions will hardly amonnt to a very large sum, owing 
to the difficulties which holders of French stock in Eagland experi- 
ence in receiving their dividends and transferrivg their titles. It 
has been proposed tu the Governmyvnt to establish in London a 
transfer-book at the office of the Cunsul-General of France, and to 
appoint a bauker to pay the dividends at the fixed exchange of 25f. If 
such a plan were executed, thers ia no doubt but that the French 
rentes would find many pu chasers in England, and the difference 
which has always existed between the price of Consols anu of the 
French Tiree per Cents. would be soon reduced. But our Government 
hesitates, as it fears to be often obliged to incur too large expenses for 
the exchauge. 

_ As @ great part of the 500 millions has been ex 
tiop, and the Government wauts much money to pursue actively the 
War bext spring, i is probable that it will svon authorise the discount 
of the instalmeuts. Uatil now they do not autho. ise the discount of 
inscriptions amounting to more than 1,000f of rentes. 

_ We have but very scanty information trom the Crimea. The re- 
inforcements continue to arrive, bus they do not exceed 30,000 Eng- 
lish and French soldie:s at the date of December 18, Some tele- 
graghic despatches are of a rather gloomy character, as they say that 
there are mapy deceased among the allics, and chiefly in the Eaglish 
army. The Russians make every day sallies from Sebastopo!, but 
they are ulways repulsed with great vigour. It seems that nothing 
decisive will be uadertaken as Jong the Turkish corps that have 
landed at Eupatoria, and the English avd French troops which are 
sent to that place, have not tuken their positions towards the isthmus 
of Perekop, so as tointercept the communications of the Russiaa 
troops in the C:imea, 

Tne Cabinet or Berlin perseveras in its refusal to adhere to the 
treaty of December 2, aud endeavours to persuade the Western 
Cabinets that negociations must bs reop ned. The Russian ambas- 
sador at Vieuna, Prince Gurtsch .koff, has demanded at the same 
time a new delay of a i: rinight, ia oruer to ree-ive new instructions 
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from his Court. But it seems that all these attempts at procrastina- 
tion have been regretted at London and Paris, ava at Vienna, 
The Austrian Cabinet is taking measures to be ready within a short 
time to take an active part in the war against Russia.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 
FRANCE. 

The President of the Council of State has issued a further decree in 
reference to the subscriptions to the new loan. From this document we 
extract the two following as the most important articles :—Art. 5. If the 
amount of the subscriptions exceeds the sum of five hundred millions, 
they will be subjected to a proportional reduction. Nevertheless, those 
subscriptions not exceeding 500 francs of rente shall undergo no reduc- 
tion, save in so far as they alone may exceed the sum of five hundred 
millions. The subscribers whose demand may be reduced will receive 
immediately after the liquidation, the reimbursement of the corresponding 
part of their payment,unless they prefer leaving it as a prepayment, in which 
case they would be allowed on the sums so prepaid by anticipation, dating 
from the day of actual payment in cash, discount at four per cent. 
Art. 6. The subscriptions will have to be paid in as follows: —one-tenth on 
subscribing and the remainder in 18 equal instalments, payable on the 7th 
yy of every month from March 7, 1855, to August 7, 1856, both days in- 
: clusive. The Treasury will be bound to receive the prepayments when 
| tendered with discount at 4 per cent, for all subscriptions not greater than 
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1,000 francs of rente; the same right to have discount may be hereafter 
granted to subscriptions above the sum last named. For the subscriptions 
of 1,000 francs of rente and under the prep-vment may be made at the 
time of subscribing, with right of discount from the day of actual pay- 
ment, but this discount will not be settled until the delivery of the loan 
certificates. The prepayments, for the same subscriptions, will be then 
received, dating from this last period. They cannot be made save for 
the entire amount of one or more instalments. 

The retail trade was very active during the week, and the sale of new- 
year’s gifts was perhaps greater than during the corresponding period 
of 1853. All the manufacturers of articles de Paris and toys wers 
obliged, in consequence of the demand, to increase the namber of their 
operatives, and tu keep them at work night and day. The jewellers, who 
suffered so long from the stagnation of business, sold very largely, Se- 
veral establishments have been engaged for the last six weeks in making 
up the furniture of the immense hotel and other houses now constructing 
in the new rue de Rivoli. The accounts from the industrial districts are 
more satisfactory. The manufacturers of Elbeuf, Roubaix, and Amiens 
are busily at work preparing for the spring and for the Universal Exhi- 
bition. The price of flour has risen on our market from 2f to 3f per sack 
of 157 kilogrammes, in consequence of the recent rains, which have 
caused the rivers to overflow and prevented the mills from working. The 
choice sorts sell at 84f and 85f, the good quality at from 82f to 83f, and 
the ordinary description at from 78f to 81f. On Wednesday the holders 
of wheat attempted to rise the market; but after keeping for some time 
the price of the bectolitre 2f higher than last week, they were obliged to 
abate their pretensions, and the rise, on the whole, did not exceed If per 
hectolitre and a half. The price of butcher’s meat still maintains itself, 
and although Paris no longer depends for its supply on the markets of 
Sceaux and Poissy, but also draws cattle from the central provinces of 
the country, no reduction in rates is anticipated. The wine market at 
Bercy is calm. The proprietors appear more disposed to sell, and a fall 
in prices is deemed likely to ensue. At Nantes, the reaction has already 
taken place, and the wine which was sold a month ago at 105f and 110f 


per hogshead of 230 litres, may now be had at 80f. Montpelier brandy | 


has fallen in Paris from 210f to 200f per hectolitre ; and spirits extracted 
from beetare offered at 150f; at Bordeaux, Montpelier sells at 195f; 
and spirits from beet at ]60f. 

THE WEST INDIES. 

The usual advices from the West India Islands have come to hand by 
the Atrato. The Guiana Royal Gazette states that the crop for the pre- 
sent year will very much exceed any of its predecessors for the last fifteen 
years. But the ery for labour is still repeated. 

The cholera was abating its ravages throughout the islands, though 
the state of the public health at Tr.nidad, St Kitt’s, and Nevis, was still 
a matter of anxiety. 

From Demerara, we have received the following dated the 8th ult. :— 
Notwithstanding the light importations of breadstuffs during the last 
fortnight, but little advance in price has taken place. The stock of lum- 
ber, both white and pitch pine, is large, and other arrivals soon will no 
doubt cause a further decline in price. The stock of W. O. staves and 
heading is light. The colony continues healthy. ‘The weather has been 
most favourable for all purposes, particularly in invigorating the almost 
drooping young crop, and in giving a seasonable supply of water to the 
citizens, the poorer class haviag suffered severely from the want of it. 
Tonnage continues plentiful, andfreights remain without change—For sugar, 
to London, 3s to 3s 3d; to Liverpool, 2s 9d to 33; and to Clyde, 2s 6d the 
cwt; for rum, 4d to 4$d the gallon.

Tur “British” contains two articles bearing on the put war. 
One is descriptive of “Russians at Home”, which, like many similar arti- 
cles, generally paints the Russians as very corrupt and very uncivilised. 
Nobody ean deny that they are not as we are; nobody can deny that 
the despotism and barbarism of Russia are both to be deplored, and 
that to our whole people the preponderance of such a Power appears 
a calamity we are called on, if we can, to abate. Still such despotism 
and such barbarism having prevailed for a long period and still pre- 
vailing over large portions of the globe, must be considered as belo: 
to the order of nature, as a part of society, at which it is no use irrita- 
ting ourselves and declaring that it has “no common interest with the 
civilised world.” We believe, indeed, that such a system is destined to 
perish before freedom and civilisation, which are aiso ia the order of na- 
ture; they abound in advantages,and are making, we also believe,a great 
progress throughout the aarth. According to most accounts, including 
the account in the Review, the present system mainly depends on one 
man’s life, and is itself so corrupt that it is only kept ia working order 
by the frou will of the Czar who may die to-morrow. It seems to 
have in it no natural principle of growth which should spread it, like 
the lava of Vesuvius, over all the fertile plains of civilisation. How 
the evil which we all feel can best be repressed is a great problem, 
which acience, art, or statesmanship have failed to solve, which pro- 
bably cannot be solved by reason, and which we ere trying to solve by 
war. The second article referring to this subject, under the title of 
“Our Foreign Policy—Who's to Blame?” is a long review of the 
causes which have step by step led to this condition, included in which 
are the supineness of England at one time time, the favour and par- 
tiality shown to Russia at another, the waut of foresight in our foreign 
ministers for a considerable period, the revolutions in Western Europe 
which since 1830 have much alarmed its Governments, and placed on 
the throne of France a citizen King, who trusted not the origin of 
his power and courted an alliance with the Czar. His influence 
over the affairs in Western Europe is not an isolated phenomenon, but 
connected with ail its previous history and policy, and for the esta- 
blishment of this influence neither Seems nor England can be con- 
sidered blameless. Both have occasionally deferred to Russia and 
encourag@i its interference. The other Powers of Europe have 
looked to it for protection, and the continuance of itsdespotism and ar- 
rogance sre as much due to them as to its own innate propensities. 
England formerly interfered too much, or too little, or in ® 
direction, or, at some time or other, has been wrong on quenyeneet 
these points, and has now tosufferfrom it. ‘The war is as much the con- 
nes her former conduct as of the recent conduct of Russia. We 
can ever be injured by others as much as by themselves. Both, so fer 
as they are responsible, must be able to take care of themselves, and in 
most cases their penalties and sufferings are rather the results of their 
own actions than the actions of others. We recognise in this erticle= 
even while the writer is by no means favourable to Russia or averse 
from the war—a philosophic

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the necessity of being more careful in future about our foreign policy. 
It is more easy to the material than the moral effects of the 
war, but, whatever the former may be, the latter will probably be still 
more and in the end still more astounding. Through all 
the aod wars of modern times the progress of society 
towards civilisation has been incessant, and, though we are not per- 
mitted to know in what manner civilisation will be promoted by the

Both articles may be read with pleasure and profit, 
We have no time to dig into “ The Philosophy of Kant,” or inclina- 
tion to meddle with “ The Authority of the Sabbath,” nor have we 
much to say about the depreciating article “On the Present Aspects 
and Tendencies of Literature,” except to remark that the author, as 
well as Cardinal Wiseman and some Governments, seems to forget that 
it is by having a literature, vulgar and offensive, perhaps, to a refined 
taste, that the common le are led to take an interest in a superior 
literature, The proper subject of complaint is, that in every society 
there are so many very poor, very common, very vulgar, and ve 
destitute people, not that a literature is provided for them whi 
amuses them, and suits their taste, and is level to their compr<hension. 
We have referred to the chief articles in the Review, except ite “ Epi- 
logue on Affairs and Books,” which is voluminous and attractive, and 
the number, on the whole, sustains its high reputation.

The money market of the United States continues to be of 
great and universal ioterest ; and the latest accounts are im- 
proving, according to the following extract from the New York 


ipping List ot the 16th ult. :— ; 
Shipping beginning to see land ahead. The rocks and shoals which have 
verily begin to be- 


been so perilous to credit, commerce, and confidence, we 
lieve are well nigh all pase d, and thus the new year about to dawn upon us 
will be the harbinger of renewed safety and prosperity. That fertile source of 
our monetary embarrasements—the heavy ebipmente of epecie and bullion to 
Europe—is for the time being closed up. The cotton that has gone and is 
going forward from the South, in connection with the heavy ¢xporte of produce 
from the northern ports, furnishes us with an abundant eupply of sterling 
exchange, at rates which offer (if not suddenly advanced) a eatisfactory gua- 
rantee that the drain of our precious metals will continue comparatively light 
for some time to come. Large orders, we are ioformed, have recently been 
received for provisions and con on English and eontinental account. The 
British Government is understood to be a heavy purchaser for its commis- 
sariat, and we have heard of some large purchases of breadstuffs 
and provisions by Greek and other Mediterranean merchants. These 
shipments, present and prospective, however, do not stand cut as a 
solitary sign of the times. Our imports continue to dwindle down to a com- 
parative insignificant figure, and we are just begianing, be it remembered, to 
experience ‘he advantages accruing from that speedy abatement of foreign 
purchases, which hes been one of the chief eources of our past troubler. We 
should not lose sight of the fact, morcover, that the last three or four arrivals 
from California bave brought us unusually large invoices of gold. A move- 
ment, we see, baa been made in Congress to permit railroad corporations 
three years to pay the duties upon imported irom, and there is reason 
to believe it will succeed—an expedient which, it is hoped, will have 
the effect to admit this depreseed department of enterprise to share 
the beaefits of the better times of which, we think, we have shown the advent, 
The bank panic in the Western States appears to have ceased, and the eup- 
ply of States stocks, from this source, is at the moment comparatively limited. 
The demand for money is very active, and there is no change in the rates of 
interest, The eupply of money on demand is rather increasing, and it is freely 
loaned on available securities at 7 per cent. The demand for commercial paper 
is limited, and the best names cannot be discounted under 12 to 18 per cent. 
There have been a number of failures during the week, mostly among the 
smell dealerr. The Central Bank of thie city has euspended eince our lart, 
This is another of the new institutions started in the “ flush times” of 1850-5). 
There has been a run upon the Chamber's Street Savings Bank ; ite credit is 
unimpaired, and likely to remain so, it being one of the oldest and wealthiest 
institutions in the city.

PosTAGE ON PERIODICALS TO HOLLAND.—Periodical works, not strictly 
newspapere, published in the United Kingdom and addressed to Holland, may 
besent in the closed mail-, via Belgium, under the following regulations :— 1st. 
The British postege must be paid in advance. 2nd. They must be sent in 
covers open at the sides. The rates of postage on such works will be as fol- 
lows :—Not exceeding 2 ounces in weight, 1d; exceeding 2 ozs and not exceed-

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COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 


FRIDAY EVENING. 

The wheat market was very flat to-day, and buying was all for 
immediate use. Prices continue very high; the average 
last week in London for home growth was 803 7d. The arrivais 
in the week ending the 4th inst. were 2,410 qrs of home-grown 
wheat, and 12,490 qrs of foreiga; with 950 sacks of home-made 
flour, and 720 sacks and 414 bris of foreiga. The supplies seem 
to have been enough to keep the market extremely dull. The 
stocks, however, are said to be small, one-third less now than a 
month ago in London, and some of the granaries are swept clean 
and shut up to avoid paying taxes. In Hull, the stock is 6,640 
qrs, against 63,889 qrs last year; and in Glasgow, 76,117 qrs, 
against 249, 311 qrs last year ; whence we may infer that the con- 
sumptive power of the people ' was greater than they have received 
credit for, and that the fall of prices between Jane and September 
was unwarranted by facts. The quantity of wheat sold in the | 
week ending last Saturday in 290 towns, according to the Gazette, 
was 111,968 qrs, against 76,785 qrs in the corresponding week of 
last year. 

Barley was also dull; the maltsters and brewers complaining 
that the demand is diminishing : average price last week, 353 11d. 
Oats are not lower. 

Off the coast there have arrived since the 28th ult., 2 cargoes 
of maize from New York, 2 from Mazagan, 5 from St. Michael’ 8, 
and 1 cargo of African barley from Malta. Most of them were 
previously sold. 

Of the foreign markets we learn that in Rotterdam to the 2od 
there was little doing and no changes. In Stettin, on the 30th ult., 
the market was flatter. At Hambarg, from the 30th ult. to the 
2nd inst., the market continued quiescent ; a few purchases were 
made for "England at unaltered prices ; and at Amsterdam, on the 
Srd inst., the market was slow, without change. The holidays 
have made their influences felt abroad as as at home, and have: 
suspended operations. 

A rumour has been circulated in Germany, probably intended 
to feel the pulse of the people, that Prussia means to propose to 
the other States that with her constitute the Zollverein, to lay an | 
export duty on all kinds of corn. As considerable quantities have 
already been purchased there for England, such a proceeding 
would have very injurious and unjust consequences. It would 
probably deter foreigners hereafter from dealing with a nation of 
which the laws might then be called treacherous. 

The Mincing lane market opened very flat after the holidays. 
To effect sales of coarse sugar 6d less money has beea taken, A 
good deal has been sold. 

Coffee is firm, but not much in demand. For cocoa, full prices | 
are obtained, and the market is firm. 


The tea market opencd firm after the holidays. Common 
congou sold for 10d per lb, at which price there are still bayers. 
A recent arrival of middling to good congou, from Foo-Chow- 
Foo, was disposed of at full prices, varying trom 1s 04d to 1s 7d. 
Daty was paid at this port during the week ended 28th ultimo oa 
357,079 lbs, against 362,256 in the same period last year. 

For saltpetre, the market is heavy aud dall. 


Of the silk trade, Mr W. Eaton remarks that the enormously 
; jucreased import of China silk, and the deficiency of every other 
; description of silk except one, is the prominent feature. The 
total imports in 1853 were 6,696,470 lbs, and 8,331,431 Ibs 
in 1854—an increase of 1,365,011 lbs above 1853. The deli- 
veries show an increase of thirteen per cent. Mr Eaton then 
continues:—“It might be supposed that such statistics would 
indicate a prosperous year, but I fear that, on the whole, few years 
have been less satisfactory to tue home trade than 1854, This 
result must doubtless be attributed, in some degree, to the many 
external causes operating generally, but these, combined with 
the unexpectedly large imports from China, and the unfavourable 
accounts from America, have absolutely rendered abortive every 
calculation, and materially affected the sale of manufactured 
goods, both here and abroad, as well as of thrown silks. The 
business done in December has been extremely limited, and prices 
generally may be quoted easier.” 


A fair business has been transacted in the Liverpool cotton 
market during the present week, and the sales of five days (New 
Year’s-day having been observed as a holiday) amount to 35,000 
bales, 33,500 bales of which have been taken by spinners, and 
1,500 bales have been divided by speculators and exporters. 
The market closes firmer, and prices are against the buyer; some 
brokers make the improvement 1-16d per lb. The accounts re- 
ceived this week from America continue to report favourably of 
the growing crop, but the estimates are not so large as those 
hitherto maintained ; the general one now induiged is for three 
million bales.

Great WesTERN.—This company have made arrangements for the 
establ shment of a railway and steam communication between London 
and Dublin, via Birkenhead, Passengers are conveyed by the 9.15 
a.m. express train from Paddington on Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays, arriving at Kingstown about 6 the following morning, and 
from the latter place they are conveyed to Dublin by the Dublin and 
Kingstown Railway. The City of Dublin Company's steamers convey 
the passengers between Birkenhead or Liverpool and Kingstown. 

Great Cewtrat.—lIt is proposed to construct a railway from Hor- 
rogate, where it is to form junctions with lines from London, ing 
by-Ripley, Grantley-hall, Ripon, Penhill-park, Cotterdail, Kirkby- 
Stephen, Appleby, Glasonby, and Kirkoswold to the Newcastle and 
Carlisle Railway near Fenton. From the latter place the line is to 
pass near Corby, — Crosby, and Longtown to the Gretna Junction 
of the Caledonan and Glasgow and South-Western Railways, direct 
to the Dumfries and Portpatrick projected line for the Irish traffic, 
From Longtown the line is to proceed by Netherby, Canoby, Larriston 
and Dinlaybyre to Riccarton-mill, from which place the line is to pro- 
ceed up the valley to the North British Railway at Hawick. From 
London to Glasgow by the Great Northern, Great Centra), and Cale- 
donian Railways the distance would be the same as by thepresent lines, 
Another route is proposed by the same party, which, it is stated, would 
save a distance of 20 miles, between Ediaburgh and London, This
